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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Warren: 


The past year has seen a two-room building 
started for the Grammar and Intermediate schools and 
the entire High school building used by the High 
school, a third teacher using the room that has been 
used by the Grammar school for the past forty-five 
years, 


The new building was started in accordance with 
action taken at the last annual town meeting to make 
a home for the Grammar school and a more suitable 
home for the Intermediate school. 

The building committee was composed of the 
Selectmen; George W. Starrett, Ansel M. Hilt, and 
Clifford M. Spear; the School Committee, Charles E. 
Starrett, Curtis C. Starrett and Benjamin E. Starrett: 
and six members appointed by them: William Ander- 
son, Oscar A. Copeland, Maurice M. Cunningham, Vir- 
gil E. Hills, Leland O. Philbrook and Frank D. Rowe. 


After many meetings of this committee, on June 
<i the so-called Davis lot of 28 acres was decided up- 
on and work on the cellar began two days later. 
Work on the building was continued until the out- 
side work was completed, when it was decided that, 
before more was spent on the building, a spring 730 
feet back of the building should be enlarged and 
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cemented for a water supply. This has been dons 
and a house has been built over it. 


A committee to solicit funds toward the erection 
of the building went to nearly every family in town 
and $3000.00 in cash has been collected and there are 
still a few pledges unpaid. This committee was com- 
posed of Mrs. Inez Mathews, Mrs. Avis Norwood, Mrs. 
Edna Overlock, Mrs. Laura Partridge, Mrs. Flora Pea- 
body, Mrs. Ruth Philbrook, William Robinson, Mrs. 
Alena Starrett, Benjamin Starrett, Edwin Teague, 
Willis Vinal, George Walker, Mrs. Elsie Wallace, Mrs. 
Julia Watts, and Mrs. Grace Wyllie. 


There were several changes in teachers this 
fall. Mrs. Mathews, who has so successfully taught 
the Grammar school the past twenty years and 
thirty-five years in town, retired in June. Grammar 
school has this year been taught by Miss Sawyer who 
taught last year at Highland and Mrs. Smith who 
has been teaching at Pleasantville accepted the High- 
land position, 


In High school there was an entire new corps of 
teachers.The resignations of Mr. Gay and Miss 
Goodwin were received with regret for under their 
direction High school has been a success. We were 
fortunate, however, to secure as their successors, Her- 
bert DeVeber as principal; Edgar Comee as instructor 
in. History and Civics, and Miss Katherine Coffin for 
the English and French courses. Principal DeVeber 
is a graduate of Colby College and has had three years 
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of teaching experience. Mr. Comee is a Tufts grad- 
uate and has had a year of post-graduate work at 
Chicago University. Miss Coffin graduated from 
Colby last June. High school under their guidance 
is having another successful year. 


Mrs. Vinal has continued as music supervisor 
and every parent and pupil appreciates her superior 
services. Under Mrs. Vinal’s direction one of the 
most successful musical performances ever given was 
put on Nov. 25. Glover Hall was crowded to capacity. 
The proceeds are being used for music in all schools. 


For the twentieth year Mr, Teague is continuing 
as janitor at the High school building and his faith- 
ful services are indeed appreciated, 


Three meetings for grade teachers were held: 
during the fall term: the first, a planning meeting, 
was held at the home of the superintendent; the sec- 
ond was held at the Union building and was in 
charge of the Union teachers, each of whom gave a 
paper or a report of some professional book; the last 
meeting was held in Warren and each Warren teach- 
er gave a report of professional reading. 


The room over the Intermediate school has been 
used this year for the Grammar school. This room 
is not suitable for school use and there is almost no 
play-ground at this building which now has sev enty- 
five chtldbeai That there has been no accident here 
is fortunate indeed. The Vinals have permitted the 
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pupils to use their fields as tho they were school prop- 
erty which has been the greatest help. 


85 new desks have been bought for the Grammar 
and Intermediate schools. As others had to be 
bought for the High school and for the schools in 
Union a price of $40.00 was secured instead of the 
usual price of $414.00 per desk. There is still due on 
these desks $300.00. 


The Pleasantville school had but 42 pupils at the 
opening of schools this fall and it was voted to close 
this school and transport these pupils to the village 
schools. This arrangement has been very satisfact- 
ory. 

Maurice Davis has furnished transportation for 
this school. There have been no other transportation 
changes, except that Mrs. Leino has transported her 
grand-child to Hinckley Corner. 


After it was decided that the entire High school 
building was to be used by the High school, the trus- 
tees of the Academy Fund, the income of which is 
used for the care of the building, gave to the town 
the desks that have been used in the Grammar room. 
These desks are single and adjustable. They have 
been installed at the Hinckley Corner and Highland 
buildings and are very much appreciated, for they 
are a great improvement on the old double desks that 
have been used, some of which were too large and 
others too small for the pupils who had to use them. 
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In order to use the room over the Intermediate 
school for the Grammar school, supporting posts were 
put into the Intermediate room, a fire escape had to 
be put on the building and a heater bought. These 
expenses and shingles for the Pleasantville building 
took the larger part of the repair funds. Minor re- 
pairs were also made at all buildings. 


The coming year the Highland building should 
be painted, the windows repaired and puttied and one 
side of the roof needs to be shingled. All buildings 
need inside paint and paper. 


In closing this report I wish to express my sin- 
cere appreciation to the Members of the Building and 
Pledging Committees for their untiring interest and 
faithful attendance at the numerous meetings that 
have been called, also to thank the members of the 
School Committee for the unusual consideration of 
the many school problems throughout the vear.

Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent, Members of the School 
Committee and Citizens of Warren: 


As principal of the Warren High School, I am 


pleased to submit the following report on the High 
school and activities. 
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The High school started this fall with a record 
enrollment of seventy-two. ‘Since that time four 
students have enrolled and four have dropped out. 
Our present student body is seventy-two. The indi- 
vidual classes number as follows: Seniors sixteen, 
Juniors sixteen, Sophomores seventeen, Freshmen 
twenty-one. The large enrollment made it necessary 
to use the entire building for the High school, placing 
the Seniors and Juniors upstairs and the Freshmen 
and Sophomores down stairs. 


Sociology, a study of the development of man’s 
social existence, has been added to the curriculum 
and is proving to be interesting and instructive to the 
students. 


An activity period has been introduced this year. 
A half hour at the beginning of each morning is de- 
voted to one of the following activities: public speak- 
ing directed by myself; press club, directed by Miss 
Coffin; art class, directed by Mr. Comee; Student 
Council, meeting each week with myself as faculty 
advisor; assembly programs of different types spon- 
sored by the Student Council; and Class meetings 
under the supervision of class advisors. 


At the beginning of every Tuesday afternoon ses- 
sion, under the very fine guidance of Mrs. Vinal the 
girls’ glee club meet. At the same time a boys’ group 
are being organized in like manner,, accompanied by 
Miss Coffin and directed by Mr, Comee and myself. 


Each class presented a very entertaining one act 
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play under the direction of Miss Coffin and Mr. Comee, 
Credit should also be given to the members of the 
press club and their advisor for the paper which they 
publish about once in two months titled “The Tatler”. 


Last fall the boys’ baseball team played two prac- 
tice games and plan to go through their regular 
schedule this spring. Touch football was also played 
with competition between two picked teams. The 
whole school participated in one outdoor athletic 
activity period. With the Student Council planning 
the minstrel show for Feb, 23rd, the Senior play com- 
ing in April, and our regular routine to be carried on 
Warren High School looks forward to a very happy 
and educative New Year, 


Successful School activities have been due only 
to fine student cooperation plus the very helpful 
and cooperative attitude of Miss Coffin and Mr. 
Comee. . 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the peo- 
ple of Warren for their spirited and sincere cooper- 
ation in supporting the activities of the school. 


I also want to personally thank Mr. Rowe and the 
townspeople for the friendliness and hospitality that 
has been shown to me. I deem it.an honor as well 
as a real opportunity to hold a position in such a 
friendly and congenial community,

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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Warren: 


An important event in the history of Warren 
schools the past year was the completion of the © 
new building for the Intermediate and Grammar 
schools. Jt has been 64 years since there has been 
a school building erected in town. According to 
Eaton’s “Annals of Warren” the old Academy 
Building was burned, January 20, 1877 and soon 
after this the Academy Trustees met and voted to 
erect the present High School Building. The last 
Elementary building to be erected was the Sterling 
building which was accepted by the inhabitants of 
the Sterling District, November 22, 1867. Our new 
building was moved into at the opening of the Win- 
ter term, December 30 and is being very much en- 
joyed by 68 pupils. 


The delay in getting into the building was due to 
lack of funds for the heating system. Finally under 
the able direction of Mrs. Vinal, assisted by all 
teachers and pupils, “The Yankee Trading Post”’ 
was held in Glover Hall on November 3 to secure 
funds toward this heating system. The response to 
this sale surpassed every expectation, the proceeds 
being $177.31. It was realized, however, that more 
money was needed than could be raised by the 
schools and soon after this a special town meeting 
was called and it was voted that $1000.00 be ap- 
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propriated from the funds that had come in from 
the payment of back taxes to make the building 
ready for occupancy. 


The heating system is steam with automatic buck- 
wheat coal stoker. This system is almost ideal as 
it is regulated by thermostat and the stoker needs 
attention but once a day even in cold weather. 


There has been no change in the grade teaching 
force this fall, but at the High School both Mr. 
Comee and Miss Coffin secured better positions. We 
were especially fortunate to have their places taken 
by Wilbur Connon of Rockland and Carolyn Hayden 
of West Newton. Both Mr. Connon and Miss Hay- 
den are Bates graduates and have proven them- 
selves to be most promising teachers. Under their 
direction with Mr. DeVeber as. principal High 
school is having a successful year. 


There have been few changes in transportation. 
All buses have continued as last year. At West 
Warren near the Waldoboro line, pupils have for 
several years attended a nearby Waldoboro school, 
which is now closed. During the fall term Otto 
Bowden transported his son and a_ daughter of 
Charles Wren for $4.00 a week. This winter term 
Mr. Bowden has transported his son to the Mathews 
Corner school at no expense to the town and Mr. 
Wren has transported his daughter to the new 
building for $3.00 a week. Mrs. Leino, who has 
been transporting her grand-daughter at $3.00 a 
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week, is this winter term transporting also Bertha 
Kato at $5.00 a week. 


We are very fortunate to have in our grade 
schools the unusual services of so many teachers 
whose homes are in town for they are not only sin- 
cerely interested in their schools but in their com- 
munity as well. We are especially fortunate also 
to have for another year Mrs. Vinal as our music 
director. Instead of teaching the one period a 
week usually given by a director, Mrs. Vinal fre- 
quently gives several periods a week at our schools. 
Mrs. Vinal has also presented several fine entertain- 
ments to secure needed funds for music for our 
schools. 


Mr. George Teague has been janitor at the High 
school building for twenty-two years and his un- 
usually faithful services have not only kept over 
1000 of our young people comfortable, but he has 
saved the town many dollars in fuel. 


Your school committee and superintendent wish 
to thank all who have helped to ‘make the schools 
whatever success they have been and especially to 
thank the Members of the Building and Pledging 
Committees and all Citizens who have helped in 
making the completion of the new building possible.

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Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent, Members of the School 
Committee and Citizens of Warren: 


As principal of the Warren High School, I am 
pleased to submit the following report: 


The enrollment is slightly smaller than that of 
last year. We started the school year with sixty- 
seven pupils. Since that time one student has drop- 
ped out and one moved away, making the present 
enrollment sixty-five. The individual classes num- 
ber as follows: Seniors, sixteen; Juniors, fifteen; 
Sophomores, nineteen; Freshmen, fifteen. 


One new subject has been introduced this year, 
speech, a very practical course taught by Miss Hay- 
den. There are twenty-two pupils in this class. 


We are continuing the activity this year. The 
press club, under the direction of Miss Hayden, pub- 
lishes “‘The Tattler” a school paper, twice a month. 


The Student Council meets each week with my- 
self as principal advisor. This group sponsors as- 
sembly programs and promotes other worth while 
activities. 


The following activities, better known as the 
“Hobby Groups” have been introduced this year: 

Model Aeroplane Club—Mr. Connor, advisor. 

Manual Training—Mr. Robert Packard, leader. 

Amateur Radio Club—Mr. William Gray of Thom- 
aston, advisor. 
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Sewing Club—Miss Hayden, advisor. 
Camera Club—Miss Madeline Haskell, leader. 


The students have shown a great deal of interest 
in these clubs. We plan to have an exhibition in 
the spring so all may view the result of this year’s 
efforts. | 


Each class presented a one act play under the di- 
rection of Miss Hayden and principal. The pro- 
grams for these plays were produced by the press 
club with the help of their advisor Miss Hayden and 
Mrs. DeVeber. 


Baseball last fall was coached by Mr. Connon. 
Six games were played and the boys were greatly 
encouraged by beating Union one game. Touch 
football, also under the direction of Mr. Connon, 
was carried on. 


We now are busy with the following events be- 
sides our regular school work. 


January 31st—Prize Speaking contest, directed 
by Miss Hayden. 

February 21st—Minstrel Show. 

April 25th—Senior Play. 

We also hope to enter the best of the one-act 
plays in the County contest. 


A new effort this year has been made to exchanve 
assemblies with Union, Rockport, Camden, Rock- 
land and Waldoboro. 


Among our weekly assembly programs we have 
Rockland High School on January 31st and the 
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Portland Press Herald picture ‘““Making of a News- 
paper’ on February 7th. I wish to extend an in- 
vitation and a real welcome to the parents and 
friends of Warren High School to attend any of our 
assembly programs. 


Due to the fine cooperation of the students and of 
Miss Hayden and Mr. Connon I feel that the school 
year so far has been very successful. 


I wish to express my gratitude to the people of 
Warren for their sincere and helpful cooperation in 
supporting the activities of Warren High School. 


I want to personally thank Mr. Rowe, the school 
committee and the townspeople for the kind con- 
sideration which they have shown me. The two 
years which I have spent here have been exceed- 
ingly happy ones for me.
